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Compliance 


One  in  five  patients  does  not  take  his  or 
her  prescription  to  the  pharmacy  for 
dispensing,  and  of  the  prescriptions  that 
are  dispensed,  65  per  cent  are  presented 
within  two  days  of  issue  by  the  doctor. 

On  reflection,  those  findings  of  a 
survey  published  in  last  week's  British 
Medical  Journal  will  come  as  little 
surprise  to  the  general  practice 
pharmacist.  What  is  surprising,  however, 
is  that  the  author  of  the  paper  (Aly 
Rashid,  a  medical  student  writing  from 
the  department  of  general  practice, 
University  of  Manchester)  could  find  only 
one  previous  study  of  the  same 
phenomenon  —  in  1972.  In  the  earlier 
study  only  two  to  five  per  cent  of 
prescriptions  failed  to  be  presented  for 
dispensing,  but  the  patients  being 
investigated  had  been  asked  to  keep  a 
diary  which,  as  Mr  Rashid  reasonably 
points  out,  may  well  have  influenced  their 
decision. 

In  the  new  study,  carried  out  in 
Preston  in  November  1980,  three  local 
doctors  provided  carbon  copies  of 
prescriptions  issued  over  a  three-day 
period.  They  also  indicated  the  severity  of 
the  condition  in  their  estimation,  the  date 
of  birth  of  the  patient  and  the  occupation 
of  the  head  of  household  so  that  social 
class  could  be  deduced.  The  author  then 
traced  whether  the  prescriptions  had  been 
dispensed  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Pricing  Authority.  In  the  event,  the  fate 
of  162  issued  prescriptions  was  followed. 

The  sample  may  have  been  small,  but 
the  finding  of  such  a  large  proportion 
failing  to  reach  the  pharmacy  sets  the 
author  speculating  on  possible  reasons. 
Several  of  these  relate  to  why  the  patient 
went  to  the  doctor  in  the  first  place  —  for 
a  chat,  for  confirmation  that  the 
condition  was  not  serious,  or  for  a  sick 
note  rather  than  a  prescription!  All  may 
lead  to  non-presentation,  though  other 
speculative  explanations  include  some 
that  affect  the  pharmacy  —  such  as  the 
cost  (the  levy  at  the  time  was  70p)  or  the 
fact  that  "the  pharmacy  is  too  far  away 


and  his  [the  patient's]  illness  is  not  worth 
the  effort". 

As  for  the  types  of  prescription  left 
undispensed  (or  "uncashed"  as  the 
author  would  have  it)  the  most  frequently 
noted  were  psychotropics  and  antibiotics 
—  "rather  than  the  placebo-type  drugs 
such  as  ascorbic  acid  and  aspirin  as  might 
have  been  expected".  However,  the  less 
severe  diseases,  as  judged  by  the 
prescribers,  were  more  likely  to  lead  to 
prescriptions  which  were  not  dispensed. 
The  highest  rate  of  non-compliance  was 
found  among  social  class  IV. 

Improved  compliance  is,  of  course, 
the  objective  of  any  research  such  as  that 
quoted  above  and  it  is  right  to  question 
both  the  motives  of  the  patient  in 
consulting  the  doctor,  and  the  doctor  in 
issuing  the  prescription,  before  examining 
reasons  why  the  patient  fails  to  take  the 
drug  as  prescribed.  For  this  reason  the 
author's  suggestion  that  "one  way  to 
overcome  non-compliance  is  to  give  out 
medicine  after  the  consultation  in  the 
surgery  dispensary"  is  on  very  unsure 
ground. 

Other  suggestions  are  better  founded 
however,  especially  in  regard  to  better 
health  education  —  except  that  it  should 
not  have  to  be  part  of  the  medical 
consultation  but  rather  something 
involving  all  health  care  professionals.  It 
is  an  area  in  which  the  pharmacist's 
expertise  and  frequent  contact  with  the 
public  are  woefully  underemployed. 

Perhaps  the  "uncashed"  prescription 
is  a  saving  of  money  to  the  National 
Health  Service  —  but  how  much  more 
could  be  saved  had  the  unnecessary 
consultation  been  avoided?  The 
increasing  prescription  charges,  combined 
with  a  reduced  need  to  see  the  doctor  for  a 
minor  illness  certificate,  many  contribute 
to  better  utilisation  of  the  pharmacist's 
screening  role.  Now  that  Basic  Practice 
Allowance  can  be  said  to  recognise  this 
service,  the  NHS  must  make  sure  it  gets 
value  for  money.  ■

New  Year  honours 
for  pharmacists 


Two  Fellows  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  receive  awards  in  the  New  Year 
honours  list  —  Mr  Arthur  Shaw,  deputy 
director  and  secretary  of  the  Association 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry, 
gets  the  OBE  while  the  MBE  is  awarded  to 
Mr  Ron  Brown,  executive  editor  of  the 
British  National  Formulary. 

Mr  Arthur  George  Shaw,  FPS,  FCCS, 
is  a  native  of  Bradford  and  became  a 
member  of  the  Society  in  1938.  In  the 
following  year  he  obtained  the  diploma  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  and  in  1943  the 
Diploma  in  Biochemical  Analysis.  In  1939 
he  commenced  a  period  in  hospital 
pharmacy,  eventually  joining  the  ABPI  as 
assistant  secretary  in  1954  from  Kingston 
Hospital,  Middlesex,  where  he  was  chief 
pharmacist. 

Mr  Shaw  was  called  to  the  Bar  of  the 
Middle  Temple  in  1959,  and  appointed 
secretary  to  the  ABPI  (and  the  code  of 
practice  committee)  in  1967,  becoming 
deputy  director  in  1977.  He  is  currently  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Pharmaceutical 
Advisory  Committee  and  was  very 
recently  appointed  to  North  West 
Hertfordshire  DHA. 

A  former  president  of  the  industrial 
pharmacist  section  of  the  International 
Pharmaceutical  Federation  and  former 
chairman  of  the  industrial  pharmacist 
group  of  the  PSGB,  Mr  Shaw  is  married 
and  lives  in  St  Albans  —  his  only  daughter 
is  a  lawyer. 

Mr  George  Ronald  Brown,  BPharm, 
FPS,  was  born  in  Chesterfield  but  now 
lives  in  Thames  Ditton  with  his  wife  —  he 
has  three  grown-up  sons.  Ron  Brown 
joined  the  Society's  publicity  department 
in  1955  following  experience  on  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  and  World 
Health  Organisation.  He  became  secretary 
to  the  Codex  Committee  and  also  to  the 
British  Veterinary  Codex  Committee 
(1963). 

Mr  Brown  told  C&D  that  he  was  quite 
surprised  to  receive  the  award:  "It  is  very 
unusual  but  just  recently  the  BNF  has 
been  news.  I  am  very  pleased  with  the 
award  and  feel  it  is  a  tribute  to  the  work 
put  in  by  all  the  staff  on  the  BNF  and 
other  publications." 

BNF  staff  were  getting  to  grips  with 
the  publishing  of  the  BNF  every  six 
months,  Mr  Brown  said,  locating  any 
imperfections  and  ironing  out  any 
differences  in  points  of  view.  "We  cannot 
please  everybody  but  I  think  it  has 
generally  been  well  received." 


Mr  Brown  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Thames  Valley  Branch  of  the  Society  but 
maintains  "a  low  profile."

Dressings  have  no 
harmful  pathogens 

The  Department  of  Health  has  said  that 
harmful  pathogens  have  not  been  found 
so  far  in  any  of  the  imported 
contaminated  dressings  (C&D  December 
19/26). 

Tests  carried  out  at  the  Luton  branch 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  have 
revealed  aerobic  spore-forming  bacteria 
and  staphylococci.  No  anaerobes  or 
pathogenic  bacteria  have  yet  been 
discovered.  ■ 


Leap-frogging  proposal  resisted 


The  latest  of  at  least  three  attempts  to 
establish  a  pharmacy  adjacent  to  the  main 
health  centre  at  Mansfield, 
Nottinghamshire,  has  failed.  The  health 
centre  in  St  John  Street  was  planned  in 
1964  to  provide  accommodation  for  15 
general  medical  practitioners  and  a 
pharmacy  service  from  within  the  building 
was  not  considered  necessary  because  of 
the  distribution  of  chemist's  businesses  in 
Mansfield.  There  are  at  present  six 
pharmacies  within  300  metres. 

In  February  1981  Peter  Cook 
(Chemists)  Ltd,  Derby,  applied  to  the 
Mansfield  District  Council  for  permission 
for  change  of  use  of  the  ground  floor  of 
29  St  John  Street,  Mansfield,  to  a 
dispensary  from  office  use,  and  the 
application  was  published  in  the 
Mansfield  Chronicle  Advertiser  of 
February  19,  1981.  On  March  5,  1981, 
notice  of  a  planning  application  for  a 
chemist's  sign  for  the  same  premises  was 
made  known. 

Representations  in  opposition  to  the 
application  were  made  by  the  Mansfield 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
Nottinghamshire  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  and  from  pharmacist  rate- 
payers operating  dispensaries  in  the 
Mansfield  area.  On  March  10,  1981,  the 
application  was  refused  by  the 
development  control  subcommittee  of  the 
Mansfield  District  Council.  The  sub- 
committee reached  its  decision  after  giving 


due  consideration  to  the  application  and 
the  representations  from  the  organisations 
and  businesses  concerned.  Another  major 
factor  influencing  their  decision  was  that 
the  area  in  question  is  allocated  primarily 
for  residential  use  while  the  particular 
street  was  reserved  for  office 
development.  The  application  for  a  sign 
was  refused  since  "the  use  of  the  premises 
to  which  the  sign  related  does  not  enjoy 
the  benefit  of  planning  permission." 

The  secretary  of  the  Mansfield  Branch 
of  the  Society  and  the  secretary  of  the 
Nottinghamshire  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  both  pointed  out  that 
although  the  planning  application  was  for 
a  dispensary  within  class  XV  of  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Use  Classes  Order 
1972,  consideration  of  the  plans 
submitted  with  the  application  made  it 
clear  that  the  proposed  use  was  that  of  a 
pharmacy  or  chemist's  shop  which  is 
included  in  class  I  of  the  above  order. 

An  appeal  was  lodged  by  Peter  Cook 
(Chemists)  Ltd  against  the  refusal  of 
planning  permission  and  an  inquiry  was  to 
have  been  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Mansfield,  on  December  17,  1981.  On 
December  11,  1981,  the  director  of 
technical  services  for  Mansfield  District 
Council  received  notice  from  Peter  Cook 
(Chemists)  Ltd  that  they  had  withdrawn 
the  appeal.  As  a  result  the  refusal  of 
permission  stands.  ■ 
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Sanpro  cheapest  at 
drag  stores  -  Which? 

Consumers  are  advised  in  a  Which?  report 
that  when  buying  tampons  or  towels,  in 
general,  discount  drug  stores  are  the 
cheapest,  and  Boots  prices  low-to-average 
for  the  brands  they  stock.  However  the 
report  in  the  January  issue  goes  on  to 
suggest  that  "it's  worth  checking 
supermarkets,  chain  stores  and  other 
chemists,  though;  one  or  the  other  may 
well  have  your  best  local  prices." 

Deodorant  products  the  report 
concludes  are  not  worth  bothering  about. 
The  Carefree  deodorant  panty  shield  was 
found  to  do  "no  more  than  perhaps 
camouflage  an  unpleasant  smell"  and  the 
Playtex  claim  that  there  is  a  possibility  of 
a  smell  seems  "unlikely  unless  the  tampon 
has  not  been  inserted  properly  or  has 
leaked".  In  both  cases  the  report 
concludes  that  regular  changing  is 
adequate. 

Toxic  shock,  the  report  believes,  is  not 
a  reason  for  abandoning  tampons  as  "the 
risks  seem  to  be  very,  very  small". 
Tampons  with  applicators  may  be  more 
hygienic,  they  say,  but  the  plastic  Playtex 
applicator  (unflushable)  was  thought  to 
be  "somewhat  sharp"  at  the  end. 

Absorbency 


Price-wise,  Boots  and  Tampax  tampons 
were  found  to  be  much  the  same  price 
although  Boots  the  more  absorbent.  Of 
those  without  applicators,  Confidence 
and  Tampets  were  the  cheapest  and 
Confidence  the  more  absorbent. 

Lil-lets,  the  report  says,  are  between 
the  two  and  cost  slightly  more.  It  also 
pointed  out  that  although  super  tampons 
absorbed  more  than  the  regular  versions 
of  the  same  brand  this  was  not  necessarily 
the  case  when  comparing  different 
brands. 

The  lightest  brands  of  towels,  such  as 
Carefree  and  Vespre,  were  found  to  be 
among  the  most  absorbent.  "Apart  from 
Libra,  the  super  towels  were  at  least  a  little 
more  absorbent  than  the  regular  versions 
of  the  same  brand.  Libra  super  was 
narrower  than  the  regular  towel  and 
would  absorb  less  before  leaking  at  the 
side." 

The  cheapest  press-on  towel  was 
found  to  be  the  Evette  super  (for  mini- 
pads  this  was  Boots  panty  liners  and 
Evette);  Vespre  was  found  to  be  a  highly 
absorbent  towel  and  Bodyform  to  be 
particularly  compact.  In  the  looped 
towels,  Boots  super  soft  is  named  as  the 
cheapest  flushable  towel.  In  this  category 
"larger  sizes  of  some  brands  failed  to 
absorb  more  than  the  smaller  sizes  — 
notably  Boots  super  soft,  Dr  White's  and 
Kotex  Soft  'n'  Sure".  The  Cameo  and 
Boots  super  safe  ranges  received  the 
report's  overall  top  rating  for 
absorbency. ■

Further  light  on 
toxic  shock 

An  increasing  proportion  of  toxic-shock 
syndrome  cases  reported  in  America  are 
not  associated  with  menstruation. 

In  last  week's  Lancet  the  Centre  for 
Disease  Control  says  that  last  year  13.2 
per  cent  of  reported  TSS  cases  were  not 
associated  with  menstruation  compared 
with  5.7  per  cent  in  1980,  5.3  per  cent  in 
1979  and  7  per  cent  between  1966  and 
1978.  The  increase  could  be  due  to 
improved  recognition  of  the  syndrome, 
changes  in  the  prevalence  and  distribution 
of  Staphylococcus  aureus  strains  able  to 
cause  TSS,  preferential  reporting  of  cases 
not  associated  with  menstruation,  or  a 
combination  of  these,  the  authors  say. 

They  review  54  cases  of  TSS  not 
associated  with  menstruation  reported 
between  January  1980  and  June  1981. 
These  were  either  associated  with 
Staphylococcus  aureus  infections  of  many 
different  types  or  followed  childbirth  by 
vaginal  delivery  or  caesarean  section. 
Four  major  clinical  signs  were  used  to 
determine  the  diagnosis  —  fever, 
hypotension,  rash  and  desquamation.  Of 
the  43  patients  who  had  an  identifiable 
site  of  infection  and  had  cultures  taken, 
39  yielded  S.  aureus. 

The  authors  say  that  TSS  may  well  be 
caused  by  the  systemic  effects  of  one  or 
more  staphylococcal  toxins.  Physicians 
should  consider  a  diagnosis  of  TSS  in  all 
patients  with  appropriate  signs  and 
symptoms,  they  conclude,  regardless  of 
the  patient's  age,  sex,  race,  or  menstrual 
status.  ■ 

Origin  marking 

Many  consumer  goods,  including 
domestic  electrical  appliances  and 
footwear,  must  to  carry  information  on 
their  country  of  origin  from  January  1 
when  the  Origin  Marking  Order  came  into 
force  —  its  main  aim  is  to  provide  the 
consumer  with  clear  origin  information 
before  making  his  or  her  decision  to  buy. 
The  Order  also  covers  most  textiles 


holiday  brochures  for  this  year. " 

(including  floor  coverings),  clothing  and 
metal  cutlery  sold  in  the  UK  and  these  will 
have  to  carry  an  indication  of  their 
country  of  origin.  The  main  features  of 
the  new  requirements  are: 

□  Retailers  must  ensure  that  goods  to 
which  the  Order  applies  (whether  British 
or  foreign)  are  marked  with,  or 
accompanied  by  a  clear  indication  of  their 
country  of  origin. 

□  Where  these  goods  are  displayed  in  a 
shop  in  such  a  way  that  consumers  will 
not  normally  see  the  origin  indications 
until  after  purchase,  retailers  must  also 
display  an  indication  of  origin  near  them, 
in  a  conspicuous  position. 

□  Certain  direct-sale  advertisements  for 
these  goods  (ie  advertisements  that  enable 
customers  to  order  goods  from  a  retailer 
without  first  inspecting  them)  must 
contain  origin  information.  But 
catalogues  are  exempted  from  the 
requirement,  provided  they  contain  a 
clear  statement  that  the  goods  will  be 
supplied  origin-marked,  and  that  the 
customer  is  under  no  obligation  to  buy 
after  delivery  if  they  are  returned 
undamaged  within  a  specified  period. 

□  Non-retail  traders  (UK  manufacturers, 
wholesalers  and  importers)  must  provide 
origin  information  with  these  goods, 
when  supplying  them  unmarked,  if  they 
are  intended  to  be  sold  in  the  UK. 

The  Order  does  not  apply  to  second- 
hand goods,  promotional  "free  gifts"  or 
goods  supplied  within  the  UK  before 
January  1, 1982.  ■

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£750  fine  for  counter  sales 
of  prescription  medicines 


A  North  London  pharmacy  company  was 
fined  £750  this  week ,  with  costs  of  £200, 
after  three  occasions  of  selling  medicines 
without  a  prescription. 

The  company,  ML  Green  (Aucklands 
Pharmacy)  Ltd,  of  Ballards  Lane, 
London  N3,  admitted  three  summonses 
brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
Highgate  Court  for  sales  which  took  place 
in  1980.  Miss  Katrina  Wingfield, 
prosecuting  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  told 
the  court  that  acting  on  information 
received  two  inspectors  went  to  the 
pharmacy.  They  spoke  to  the  pharmacist, 
Mr  Hasmukh  Shah,  and  another  Mr 
Shah,  both  directors  of  the  company,  and 
were  handed  three  pieces  of  paper  which 
recorded  the  sale  of  the  items  on  the 
summonses.  In  two  cases  they  were  sold  to 
people  going  abroad  and  in  the  third  case 
conditions  of  an  emergency  sale  were  not 
complied  with  but  the  number  of  tablets 
was  subsequently  removed  from  a  later 
issue  covered  by  a  prescription.  She  asked 
for  costs  of  £200  and  told  the  court  the 
maximum  for  the  offences  was  a  fine  of 
£1,000. 

Mr  Nigel  Cockburn,  counsel  for  the 
defendant,  said  in  the  first  case  a  man's 
family  asked  for  Aldomet  tablets  so  they 
could  take  them  to  him  in  Pakistan.  He 
had  been  taking  them  over  there  but  they 
had  become  difficult  to  obtain.  They  were 


A  full-time  receptionist  at  a  South 
Tottenham  practice  has  been  sentenced  to 
18  months  imprisonment,  suspended  for 
two  years,  after  admitting  a  total  of  60 
offences  of  stealing  prescription  forms, 
obtaining  1,140  Diconal  tablets  by 
deception,  and  possessing  Controlled 
Drugs. 

Wood  Green  Crown  Court  was  told  by 
prosecuting  counsel  Mr  James  Richardson 
how,  at  the  surgery  in  St  John's  Way, 
Yvonne  Blackwood  managed  to  get  Dr 
Nishat  Rahman  to  fill  in  and  sign 
numerous  prescription  forms  for  Diconal 
falsely  claiming  that  they  were  for 
patients.  Most  of  the  offences  were 
committed  in  June  this  year. 

Ms  Blackwood  then  either  took  the 
prescriptions  to  the  pharmacist  herself  or 
asked  someone  else  to  pick  up  the  drugs 
for  her.  When  arrested,  Ms  Blackwood, 
of  Plevna  Crescent,  South  Tottenham, 
told  police  that  she  was  being  blackmailed 
by  local  drug  addicts  into  getting  them. 

Judge  Alan  Coulthard  said  he  neither 
accepted,  or  rejected  her  claim  to 
blackmail  but  he  added  that  because 
police  had  failed  to  investigate  the 
allegations  he  would  give  her  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt. 

Mr  Richardson  said  that  Ms 
Blackwood,  who  had  no  previa-"- 


sold  25  tablets.  "Pharmacies  are  allowed 
to  export  tablets  without  prescriptions 
and  instead  of  risking  the  post  handed 
them  to  the  man's  family  who  were 
returning  the  following  day,"  he  said. 

In  the  second  case  a  woman  needed 
treatment  for  a  vaginal  discharge  and  was 
referred  to  a  surgery  but  returned  about 
an  hour  later  saying  they  were  closed.  She 
was  to  leave  for  Paris  that  evening  on  a 
tour  of  Europe  and  was  given  six 
Canestan  pessaries.  "They  could  have 
been  posted  to  her  next  address  in  France 
but  were  handed  over  to  her,"  added  Mr 
Cockburn.  On  the  third  occasion  a  man 
asked  for  some  Stemetil  tablets  for  his 
wife  who  suffered  from  dizziness.  He  was 
given  six  and  these  were  subtracted  from  a 
later  supply,  which  was  covered  by  a 
prescription.  However,  two  conditions  of 
an  emergency  sale  were  not  complied  with 
—  the  tablets  were  not  given  directly  to 
the  sufferer  and  they  had  not  been  noted 
in  the  prescription  book  although  the  later 
order  was. 

The  pharmacy  handled  about  15,000 
prescriptions  a  year  Mr  Cockburn  said. 
These  were  their  first  offences  and  there 
had  been  none  since  1980.  The  company 
wanted  to  apologise  and  were  very  co- 
operative with  the  inspectors.  He  added 
that  he  felt  the  offences  were  "somewhat 
technical"  and  asked  for  leniency.  ■

Dr  Nishat  Rahman,  of  Mollinson  Way, 
Edgware  was  accused  of  gross  negligence 
by  Judge  Coulthard,  after  he  heard  how 
she  prescribed  Controlled  Drugs  without 
making  proper  checks  —  she  has  since 
resigned  from  the  practice. 

All  the  false  prescriptions  obtained  by 
Ms  Blackwood  were  filled  in  and  signed 
by  Dr  Rahman,  who  had  no  reason  to 
doubt  her  receptionist's  honesty  although 
the  procedures  followed  should  have  been 
more  tightly  controlled. 

Mr  Richardson  said  that  Dr  Rahman 
should  have  seen  patients  herself  rather 
than  make  out  prescriptions  for  a 
Controlled  Drug  on  the  basis  of  what  a 
receptionist  was  asking  her  to  do.  When 
police  investigated  the  matter  the  patients 
named  on  the  prescription  forms  denied 
any  knowledge  of  them. 

Dr  Rahman  told  police  that  during 
June  the  practice  was  very  busy  while 
another  doctor  was  away  and  pressure 
built  up.  The  receptionist  would  present 
bundles  of  prescription  forms  to  Dr 
Rasmin,  who  would  automatically  fill 
them  in. 

One  of  the  chemists  where  18  of  the 
forms  were  presented  is  at  493  Seven 
Sisters  Road,  South  Tottenham,  run  by 


Mr  Rasmin  Kumar  Shah.  He  told  police 
that  he  had  not  been  happy  with  the 
system  of  receptionists  picking  up 
prescriptions  and  told  the  doctors  who 
instructed  that  this  should  stop.  But  it 
continued.  Mr  Shah  was  not  satisfied  and 
did  not  issue  Controlled  Drugs  until  he 
had  checked  with  the  doctors. 

Det  Sgt  Robert  Smith,  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  case,  said  he  accepted  that 
there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  Ms 
Blackwood  had  gained  financially  from 
her  criminal  activities.  ■ 

Views  on  'strong'  Al 
antiperspirants 

Alchoholic  aluminium  chloride 
hexahydrate  solutions  of  20-25  per  cent 
concentration  are  effective  and  useful 
topical  treatments  for  axillary 
hyperhidrosis  according  to  the  latest  Drug 
and  Therapeutics  Bulletin. 

Such  solutions  may  possibly  also  be 
effective  in  treating  palmoplantar 
hyperhidrosis,  it  continues,  but  may  be 
too  irritant  for  patients  whose  sweating 
continues  during  the  night.  The  optimum 
strength  and  vehicle  has  not  been 
established.  Two  commercial  preparations 
are  available  —  Anhydrol  forte  and 
Obadan  —  it  notes,  but  says  neither 
preparation  has  been  properly  evaluated 
as  all  the  controlled  studies  published  used 
unbranded  solutions. 

Anhydrol  forte  is  20  per  cent 
aluminium  chloride  hexahydrate  in  95  per 
cent  ethanol;  Obadan  is  also  a  20  per  cent 
concentration  in  an  alcoholic  base  and  a 
silicone.  Since  the  article  was  written 
another  brand,  Driclor,  containing  20  per 
cent  of  the  hexahydrate  in  alcohol  has 
been  marketed.  ■ 


Labelling  changes 


Some  practical  amendments  to  the 
medicines  labelling  controls  are  made  in 
regulations  coming  into  force  January  12. 

One  amendment  provides  that  where 
the  legal  status  (POM,  P,  GSL,  etc)  is 
changed  by  an  order  made  under  Part  III 
of  the  Medicines  Act,  the  product  may  be 
labelled  according  to  its  previous  status 
for  a  transitional  period  of  six  months 
following  the  change. 

Another  amendment  requires  the 
labelling  as  pharmacy  sale  items  of  larger 
packs  of  certain  products  which,  although 
on  a  General  Sale  List,  may  normally  be 
sold,  when  in  those  larger  packs,  only  at  a 
registered  pharmacy.  As  prior  to  January 
30,  1 98 1 ,  those  packs  were  not  on  the 
General  Sale  List,  this  amendment 
provides  only  that  they  shall  be  labelled  in 
the  same  manner  as  that  required  before 
January  30,  1981.  The  Medicines

Poor  performance 
from  deodorants? 

Most  consumers  think  that  roll-on 
deodorants  are  more  effective  than 
aerosols  and  a  significant  proportion  are 
dissatisfied  with  the  effectiveness  of 
deodorants  in  general.  This  was  revealed 
in  a  report  by  Mintel  on  the  deodorant 
market,  based  on  their  own  consumer 
research.  . 

The  market  was  worth  an  estimated 
£45  million  at  rsp,  in  1980,  the  report  says. 
Roll-ons  have  been  increasing  their  share 
over  the  past  five  years  from  27  per  cent  in 
1975  to  47  per  cent  in  1980.  The 
proportion  of  women  ever  using  a 
deodorant  is  over  80  per  cent  while  among 
men  this  figure  has  risen  to  70  per  cent. 
Body  sprays  are  the  most  dramatic 
development  over  the  past  five  years, 
achieving  sales  of  approximately  £4 
million  (rsp)  in  their  first  year. 

In  1980,  chemists  accounted  for  54  per 
cent  of  sales  with  Boots  taking  35  per 
cent.  However,  as  deodorants  become  a 
more  functional  product,  it  is  likely  that 
supermarkets  will  increase  their 
importance,  the  report  states.  Mintel

Once  a  jolly 
swagman 

Having  read  last  week's  editorial  and  the 
article  on  "The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the 
Swagman"  I  have  to  add  my  comment, 
since,  of  course,  I  have  been  dealing  with 
them  for  years  —  the  biggest  incentive 
being  the  chance  to  pick  up  good  lines 
cheaply  and  make  a  profit,  at  a  time  when 
competing  head-on  with  drug  stores 
cutting  margins  to  the  bone.  I  am 
surprised  at  the  range  of  products  I  have 
been  offered,  some  of  it  undoubtedly 
bankrupt  stock  but  a  lot  more  being  grey 
imports  at  give-away  prices.  Things  like 
Wilkinsons  blades  at  17p,  Gillette 
Platinum  at  15p,  when  my  wholesalers  are 
quoting  me  a  retail  of  65p  for  a  20  per  cent 
POR.  Currently  I  hold  Worth,  Lanvin, 
Coty,  Revlon  perfumes,  all  bought  at 
below  trade. 

It's  a  pattern  I  can't  resist,  nor  do  I  see 
any  point  in  doing  so,  since  if  the  goods 
are  being  dumped  out  by  the  makers  I 
want  a  share  on  the  same  terms  as  my 
unqualified  competitors.  Not  only  that.  I 
found  I  could  buy  fine  quality  twist-up 
lipsticks  in  a  dozen  prepacked  shades  at 
absurdly  low  prices,  which  when  put  on 
display,  sold  in  a  week  and  had  to  be 
replaced  .  .  .  fast.  These  sales  did  not 
appear  to  depress  agency  turnover,  and 
may  have  actually  increased  it  because  of 
greater  exposure  to  new  customers.  But, 
as  the  man  said,  continuity  of  stock  was  a 
problem  —  but  one  which  customers 
seemed  willing  to  accept  with  a  pleasing 
show  of  understanding,  not  really 
expecting  to  be  able  to  get  true  bargains 
all  the  time. 

I  reckon  I  will  take  my  chances  of 
surviving  in  the  face  of  a  broadening  of 
the  cosmetic  market  due  to  the  swagman, 
since  I  enjoy  my  trading  which  adds  spice 
to  my  professional  work.  But  I  do  agree 
that  indirect  retailing  is  a  far  more 
damaging  threat  if  it  extends  to  the 
product  ranges  I  currently  hold.  You  may 
get  a  shock  if  you  ask  your  staff  if  they 
buy,  or  indeed  operate  a  "catalogue." 
Ask  to  see  it  and  check  the  ranges. 


Sterile 


I've  worked  abroad  so  am  not  entirely 
dumbfounded  to  learn  that  some 
imported  dressings  were  not  actually  quite 
sterile.  Nearly  so,  but  not  completely, 
which  is  why  it  would  never  enter  my  head 
to  buy  other  than  from  firms  whose 
reputations  are  based  in  a  long- 
understood  integrity  of  manufacturing 
standards. 


But  in  the  past  few  days  I  have  had  a 
number  of  customers  bringing  me  first-aid 
kits  for  cars,  boats  or  household,  to  check 
whether  they  were  safe.  Several  came  in 
nice  leather  cases,  heavily  embossed,  and  I 
would  have  thought,  expensive.  Yet  I 
found  them  pathetically  useless  in  what 
they  offered,  one  in  particular  giving  25g 
hospital  cotton  wool,  four  sachets  of 
antiseptic  swabs,  one  paper  (!)  triangular 
bandage  and  three  unwrapped  2in 
bandages.  And  that  was  all  —  for  an 
emergency  car  kit.  I  dumped  the 
bandages,  and  made  up  a  reasonable 
selection  of  items,  totalling  about  £3.00 
for  which  I  received  thanks  and  the 
comment  "I'm  glad  I  came." 

This  was  enough  to  please  me,  but  it 
made  me  wonder  why  people  buy  such 
wretched  rip-offs  from  non-pharmacy 
outlets.  It  looks  as  though  I  have  been  a 
good  deal  too  complacent  in  my  selling 
methods  and  must  put  up  some  decent  kits 
and  have  them  on  display  in  the  window 
and  the  counter  all  the  time. 


Fabahistin 


Like  a  good  many  other  pharmacists,  I 
have  sold  Fabahistan  over  the  counter  for 
several  years  and  am  concerned  to  read 
that  it  can  have  a  severe  side  effect  — 
white  cell  depression.  The  information  I 
have  read,  though,  does  not  relate  the 
incidence  to  dose,  so  that  before  I  get 
myself  too  uptight  I  would  like  to  know 
whether  the  cases  reported  (nine  in  17 
years,  which  must  make  it  an  exceedingly 
rare  occurance)  were  on  long-term 
dosage,  or  was  reaction  from  the  two  to 
three  days  treatment  we  normally  suggest? 
And  in  the  absence  of  changes  in  the 
prescriptions  currently  written  by 
receptionists  for  a  couple  of  patients  who 
regularly  have  Fabahistin  dispensed  here, 
should  I  refer  them,  gently,  to  the  doctor 
himself  to  have  a  blood  check?

Vichy  enter  deodorant  market 
and  add  to  sun  prep  range 


Vichy  are  entering  the  deodorant  market 
with  the  launch  of  a  product  which  they 
say  has  a  unique  action  of  absorbing 
odours  without  interfering  with  the 
natural  perspiration  process. 

Having  an  "original  mode  of  action, 
different  from  classical  deodorants," 
Vichy  deodorant  contains  zinc  ricinoleate 
molecules  suspended  in  an  alcoholic 
solution.  Odours  that  are  given  off  — 
small  ammonium  type  compounds  such  as 
thioethers  and  mercaptans,  amines  and 
aldehydes  which  are  fixed  in  decreasing 
order  —  become  trapped  by  hydrogen 
bonding  and  odours  from  both  the  sweat 
and  sebaceous  glands  are  absorbed. 

The  deodorant,  say  Vichy  "acts 
directly  on  odours  that  are  being  formed 
and  on  odours  that  are  already  formed.  It 
doesn't  interfere  in  any  way  with  the 
natural  perspiration  process.  It  doesn't 
have  a  bactericidal  action  and  doesn't 
have  an  antiperspirant  action  either." 

Vichy  deodorant  they  also  say  has  "a 
superior  and  longer  duration  of  action 
than  a  classical  deodorant."  Clinical  tests 
found  that  one  application  would  last  20 
hours  and  the  100ml  metered  pump  pack 
itself  two  months.  The  product  has  been 
on  the  French  market  for  some  time.  It 
will  retail  for  £2.90.  For  trade,  twelve 
packs  will  be  available  in  a  merchandiser 
and  each  will  contain  explanatory  leaflets 
on  classic  deodorants,  anti-perspirants 
and  Vichy  deodorant. 

An  addition  to  the  Vichy  sun  prep 
range  is  Vichy  total  sunscreen  (50ml, 
£3.95)  recommended  for  skins  which  are 
"particularly  sensitive  to  the  sun  or  for 
very  intense  exposure." 

The  sunscreen,  which  is  only  just  being 
launched  in  France,  contains  a  compound 


developed  by  Vichy  laboratories  called 
mica-titanium,  a  reflector  of  UVA  and 
UVB  rays.  Most  old  formulations  of 
sunscreens  contain  titantium  but  as  large 
particles  which  tended  to  leave  the  skin 
covered  with  a  white  opaque  film.  Mica- 
titanium,  say  Vichy,  is  completely 
invisible  and  alone  is  should  reflect  all 
UVA,  UVB  and  visible  light.  To  reinforce 
this  action  for  UVB  rays,  a  5  per  cent 
concentration  of  a  UVB  filter  — 
benzylidene-camphor  —  is  also  added 
which  is  in  the  other  Vichy  sun 
preparations. 


Oil  support  for  sunscreen 


Vichy  usually  use  water-based  emulsion 
supports  for  their  suntan  preps  but  total 
sunscreen  has  an  oily  support,  being 
better  at  stopping  the  dehydration  which 
can  occur  in  very  sensitive  skins. 

"Total  sunscreens  work  by  two 
processes.  They  either  contain  titanium 
oxide  on  its  own  which  leaves  a  white  film 
or  they  contain  both  a  UVA  and  a  UVB 
filter.  We  haven't  incorporated  a  UVA 
filter  because  it  is  very  difficult  to 


incorporate  and  very  insoluble  and  also 
leads  to  more  problems  with  intolerance 
and  photosensitivity.  We  feel  our  product 
is  a  lot  safer  and  will  result  in  less 
problems  with  allergies." 

The  total  sunscreen  is  described  as  an 
important  addition  to  the  Vichy  range  and 
alongside  the  familiar  POS  "basket"  they 
are  introducing  a  deckchair  design  with 
inserts  for  index  3  and  6  milk  and  cream, 
aftersun  and  the  total  sunscreen.

CdcD  INTERVIEW 


Commission  chairman  more 
listener  than  crusader 


Professor  Rosalinde  Hurley  took  up  her 
position  as  chairman  of  the  Medicines 
Commission  on  January  1  with 
"enthusiasm  but  a  certain  amount  of 
trepidation." 

The  trepidation  has  nothing  to  do  with 
her  being  the  first  lady  chairman.  "I  don't 
find  that  an  issue  and  never  have  done," 
she  says.  "I  am  also  the  first  pathologist, 
which  to  me  is  far  more  meaningful." 

Professor  Hurley  qualified  in  medicine 
at  Charing  Cross  Hospital  Medical  School 
in  1955,  where  she  then  trained  as  a 
pathologist.  She  came  to  Queen 
Charlotte's  Maternity  Hospital  in  1963  as 
a  consultant,  later  achieving  her  present 
status  as  professor  of  microbiology  at  the 
Hospital's  Institute  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynaecology,  one  of  the  postgraduate 
institutes  of  London  University. 

She  is  now  responsible  for  running  the 
diagnostic  and  microbiology  laboratories 
—  which  cover  bacteriology,  virology, 
mycology,  cytogenetics  and  the  human 
milk  bank.  Besides  teaching,  she  has 
heavy  research  commitments,  mainly 
investigating  viral  diseases  of  pregnancy 
and  serious  infections  of  the  newborn, 
such  as  meningitis.  Part  of  the  work 
involves  establishing  the  natural  history  of 
diseases  to  see  whether  or  not  they  are 
predictable  and  can  therefore  be 
diagnosed  earlier. 

Contact  lens  products 

Her  connections  with  the  Medicines 
Commission  started  six  years  ago  when 
she  was  appointed  one  of  the  first 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Dental  and 
Surgical  Materials  and  for  the  past  three 
years  she  has  been  its  chairman.  This 
committee  was  set  up  to  advise  on  the 
safety,  efficacy  and  quality  of  substances 
controlled  by  the  Medicines  Act  but  not 
coming  under  the  remit  of  the  Committee 
on  Safety  of  Medicines  or  Veterinary 
Products  Committee.  Included  in  this 
category  are  intra-uterine  contraceptive 
devices,  contact  lenses  and  contact  lens 
fluids  and  Professor  Hurley  has  been 
involved  from  the  start  with  proposals  to 
license  these  products. 

Among  its  recent  activities  the  CDSM 
has  looked  at  the  idea  of  a  "yellow  card" 
system  for  reporting  adverse  reactions  to 
contact  lenses  and  lens  fluids.  Some  large 
eye  hospitals  are  said  to  receive  between 
100  to  200  patients  a  week  with  signs  and 
symptoms  that  could  be  blamed  on 
contact  lenses  or  fluids,  but  until  there  is  a 
reporting  system  the  true  size  of  the 


problem  cannot  be  judged.  Contact  lens 
practitioners  have  been  "reasonably 
enthusiastic"  about  proposals  to  involve 
them  in  reporting  these  reactions.

Iatrogenic  Diseases.  Second  Edition 
Update  1981 

P.F.D'Arcy  and  J. P.  Griffin.  Oxford

This  book  is  intended  to  summarize  new 
information  on  drug-induced  diseases 
which  has  appeared  in  the  literature  since 
the  second  edition  was  published.  It  also 
gives  additional  information  about 
adverse  reactions  referred  to  in  the  second 
edition  and  is  intended  to  remedy  some  of 
the  more  important  omissions.  It  must  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  second 
edition. 

The  chapter  format  follows  exactly 
that  of  the  main  book,  for  easy  reference. 
Two  new  chapters  have  been  added  at  the 
end:  "Drug-induced  sexual  dysfunction" 
and  "Adverse  reactions  to  herbal 
preparations."  The  latter  sets  out  to 
disprove  the  belief  that  herbal  medicines 
are  always  effective  and  harmless.  It 
divides  the  adverse  reactions  into  three 
types,  although  admitting  that  such  a 
classification  is  rather  artificial  —  toxicity 
due  to  the  herbal  extract  itself,  toxicity 
due  to  adulteration,  and  interactions 
between  herbal  medicines  and 
conventional  drugs. 

The  first  section  includes  reports  on 
"fashionable"  products  such  as  herbal 
teas,  ginseng,  kelp  and  the  alleged  cancer 
treatment,  laetrile.  The  second  deals  with 
lead  and  arsenic  adulterations  as  well  as 
the  practice  of  incorporating  undeclared 
"orthodox"  drugs  into  herbal  mixtures. 
The  final  section  takes  the  form  of  a  table 
taken  from  the  authors'  "Manual  of 
adverse  drug  interactions." 

The  other  26  chapters  are  primarily 
concerned  with  updating  the 
corresponding  ones  in  the  main  book.  The 
first,  on  monitoring,  reviews  the  present 
systems  of  reporting  adverse  drug 
reactions  in  this  country,  gives  a  criticism 


of  drug  reporting  by  the  media  and  warns 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  against 
operating  different  standards  in 
developed  and  underdeveloped  countries. 

Chapter  three  has  a  drug  interaction 
table  with  the  same  presentation  as  the 
table  in  appendix  A  of  the  second  edition. 

Chapter  14,  on  renal  diseases,  notes 
that  acute  renal  failure  has  been  reported 
after  the  administration  of  at  least  a  dozen 
drugs  not  previously  thought  to  be 
nephrotoxic.  In  the  seventeeth  chapter,  on 
central  nervous  function  disorders,  a 
whole  sub-section  is  devoted  to  examining 
"the  paradox  of  clioquinol  and  subacute 
myelo-opticoneuriopathy  (SMON). ' ' 

"Drug-induced  psychiatric  disorders" 
has  been  completely  rewritten  and  now 
has  separate  headings  for  different  types 
of  disorders.  No  significant  changes  have 
occurred  in  the  area  of  adverse  reactions 
to  vaccines  since  the  main  book  was 
published  so  Chapter  26  is  used  to 
examine  adverse  effects  associated  with 
therapeutic  allergens.  ■

Pharmacists  whose  work  or  interests  are 
in  matters  rural  or  veterinary  will  find  this 
biography  both  fascinating  and 
instructive.  Iain  Pattison  has  an  easy, 
fluent  pen  producing  a  very  readable  book 
about  the  only  veterinary  pathologist  in 
Britain  during  the  1880s  who  became 
principal  of  the  Royal  Veterinary  College, 
London.  Meanwhile,  he  also  graduated  in 
medicine  and  in  science.  A  gifted  research 
worker,  John  Mcfadyean  had  been 
described  as  the  person  who  led  the 
veterinary  profession  into  the  scientific 
era. 

Much  of  the  author's  story  deals  with 
the  disagreement  between  Mcfadyean  and 
Koch  who  suggested  that  bovine 
tuberculosis  was  incapable  of 
development  in  man.  Mcfadyean's 
research  work,  his  textbooks  and  his 
Journal  of  Comparative  Pathology  and 
Therapeutics  would  have  involved  the 
total  commitment  of  a  normal  individual, 
but  he  also  was  a  brilliant  teacher  and 
organiser  who  had  to  cope  with  the 
financial  vicissitudes  of  the  school  —  and 
he  was  an  active  member  and  president  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons. 

The  author  has  dealt  with  all  the 
various  activities  and  at  the  same  time 
provided  information  on  others  active  in 
the  veterinary  scene  at  that  time.  Busy 
historians  will  appreciate  the  excellent 
index  and  the  fact  that  the  Wellcome 
Foundation  has  assisted  in  the  publishing 
of  this  important  book  about  a  unique 
individual.  ■ 


said  her  own  view  was  that  all  medicines 
should  be  sold  by  qualified  persons,  but 
she  refused  to  be  drawn  on  the  subject  of 
whether  there  should  be  a  smaller  GSL. 

"I  prefer  to  cross  these  bridges  as  I 
come  to  them,  rather  than  make 
generalisations,"  she  says. 

At  this  stage  she  also  refuses  to  take 
sides  on  many  contentious  issues 
discussed  recently  by  the  Commission, 
such  as  information  to  patients  and  the 
value  or  otherwise  of  child-resistant 
containers.  She  believes  a  chairman 
should  maintain  a  strictly  neutral 
position. 

"I  don't  regard  myself  as  a  crusader," 
she  says.  "I  believe  the  role  of  a  chairman 
is  to  elicit  and  listen  to  informed  advice." 

But  of  one  thing  she  is  adamant  — 
that  safety  requirements  for  new 
medicines  should  not  be  relaxed.  The 
present  balance  is  about  right,  she  feels. 
The  Department  of  Health  has  recently 
held  weekend  meetings  attended  by 
industry  representatives,  Department 
officials  and  the  Commissioners,  where 
they  have  discussed  mutual  problems,  and 
Professor  Hurley  feels  these  meetings  are 
most  helpful. 

Her  experience  of  pharmacy  has  been 
confined  largely  to  hospital  pharmacists, 
for  whom  she  has  the  greatest  respect: 
"There  is  no  question  that  the  pharmacy 
is  a  key  department  of  any  hospital  and  is 
one  of  the  few  departments  that  everyone 
knows  where  to  find."  Far  from  going 
unrecognised,  the  pharmacy  —  she 
believes  —  is  more  likely  to  be 
overburdened  by  queues  of  hospital  staff 
wanting  information. 

Professor  Hurley  is  keenly  involved 
with  the  running  of  her  own  professional 
organisations.  Until  recently  she  was  the 
assistant  registrar  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Pathologists  and  she  has  been  very  active 
in  the  Association  of  Clinical 
Pathologists.

Aid  for  pharmacies  in 
low  population  areas? 


The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  agreed  at  its 
December  meeting  to  hold  a  joint  meeting 
of  representatives  of  the  Council,  Ulster 
Chemists  Association  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Contractors  Committee 
to  discuss  the  question  of  granting 
financial  aid  to  pharmacies  in  areas  of  low 
population  density  —  the  meeting  will 
take  place  on  January  1 1 . 

The  secretary  said  he  had  received 
from  Dr  Jack  Thomas,  course  director, 
sixth  annual  pharmacy  refresher  course  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australia, 
copies  of  a  brochure  giving  details  of  the 
courses  to  be  held  in  Japan  and  Hong 
Kong  between  May  28  and  June  8,  1982. 
Dr  Thomas  asked  that  the  course  be 
drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  Northern  Ireland  Society.  The 
secretary  said  he  would  let  the  committee 
that  dealt  with  post-qualification 
education  and  training  have  a  copy  of  the 
brochure. 


Practice  experience 


Students  on  the  pharmacy  degree  course 
at  Queen's  University  of  Belfast  will  have 
to  spend  one  week  in  a  general  practice 
and  another  in  a  hospital  pharmacy 
between  level  2  and  level  3  if  a  proposal, 
announced  by  Dr  Swanton,  is  accepted. 

He  said  approaches  had  already  been 
made  and  it  was  not  anticipated  that  the 
period  in  hospital  would  present  any 
difficulty;  he  asked  for  the  Council's  view 
regarding  general  practice.  The  proposal 
would  take  effect  in  the  academic  year 
commencing  October  1982  —  the 
undergraduates  would  not,  of  course, 
receive  any  remuneration. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Council's 
representatives  for  the  inspection  of  the 
Department  of  Pharmacy,  the  Queen's 
University  of  Belfast,  would  be  the 
president,  vice-president,  Mr  G.W. 
McGlaughlin  and  the  secretary  —  and  to 
grant  the  application  of  Esme  Sarah 
McClenahan,  22  Claremont  Street, 
Belfast  BT9  6AP  for  registration  as  a 
student. 

Miss  Watson  said  that  after  the  last 
meeting  of  the  post-qualification 
education  and  training  committee  she  had 
been  approached  and  invited  to  draw  up  a 
series  of  lectures  relating  to  veterinary 
medicines  and  this  she  had  done. 
However,  she  had  subsequently  been 
informed  that  such  a  course  would  not 
come  within  the  sphere  of  the  committee's 


activities  and  those  attending  would  not 
receive  locum  fees  or  travelling  expenses. 
Mr  Kerr  said  the  committee  had  authority 
to  finance  courses  dealing  only  with 
subjects  with  which  pharmacists  were 
involved  when  providing  the 
pharmaceutical  service  under  the  health 
service. 

The  president  said  the  Council's 
education  committee  had  suggested  the 
course  on  veterinary  medicines  as  such  a 
course  was  provided  in  Great  Britain.  He 
wondered  whether  the  law  there,  relating 
to  post-qualification  education,  differed 
from  that  in  force  in  Northern  Ireland  or 
if  there  was  a  more  liberal  interpretation 
placed  on  similar  wording,  as  in  any  case 
Northern  Ireland  was  losing  out. 

Miss  Watson  said  she  was  most 
anxious  the  course  should  be  held.  The 
Society's  Agricultural  and  Veterinary 
Group  would  be  prepared  to  bear  part  of 
the  expense  and  she  wondered  if  an 
additional  sum  of  money  could  be 
obtained  from  another  source.  Professor 
D'Arcy  suggested  that  an  approach  be 
made  to  the  trustees  of  Northern 
Pharmacies  Limited  Trust  Fund  who  were 
now  in  a  position  to  offer  assistance  to 
promote  pharmaceutical  education. 


Inquiry  adjourned 


A  letter  from  the  clerk  to  the  Society's 
Statutory  Committee  informed  the 
Council  that  following  an  inquiry  held  by 
the  committee  on  December  9,  a  direction 
had  been  given  that  the  inquiry  be 
adjourned  for  six  months  and  that  the 
premises  of  the  pharmacist  who  was  the 
subject  of  the  complaint  be  inspected  on 
two  occasions  before  the  inquiry  be 
resumed.  The  complaint  alleged  a  number 
of  convictions  for  offences  involving  the 
sales  of  veterinary  products  contrary  to 
the  Medicines  (Prescriptions  Only)  Order 
1977. 

The  president  said  he  had  had  the 
pleasure  of  attending  a  livery  dinner  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  London  Society  of 
Apothecaries  on  November  19  last.  He 
had  been  presented  by  Dr  T.D.  Whittet, 
his  host  on  the  occasion,  with  a  copy  of 
Dr  Whittet's  Gideon  de  Laune  lecture  for 
1977  and  of  his  1980  Todd  Lecture 
"Pyrogens  in  the  Modern  Setting."  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  to  Dr 
Whittet  the  Council's  grateful  thanks  for 
such  valuable  additions  to  the  Society's 
library. 

The  president  said  they  were  very 


pleased  to  receive  from  Mr  Brian 
Tidswell,  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  New  Zealand,  a  copy  of  the 
book  "Pharmacy  in  New  Zealand  — 
Aspects  and  Reminiscences"  written  by 
Mr  Reg  Combes,  FPS,  as  part  of  the 
Society's  centenary  celebrations.  It  was  a 
remarkable  feat  on  the  part  of  Mr 
Combes  and  of  particular  interest  was  the 
reference  to  Mr  Graves  Aickin  who  was 
born  in  co  Antrim,  NI,  and  emigrated  to 
California  in  1862,  arriving  in  New 
Zealand  the  following  year.  He  was 
nominated  to  the  first  Pharmacy  Board  in 
1881 ,  became  president  of  the  first  elected 
Board  in  1884-86,  was  re-elected  in  1896 
after  an  absence  of  ten  years,  was 
president  1896-98  and  remained  a  member 
of  the  Board  until  his  resignation  in  1905. 
He  was  an  examiner  in  materia  medica 
and,  with  another  colleague,  drew  up  the 
first  pharmacy  examination  papers  in  New 
Zealand  in  1880-81 .  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  convey  the  congratulations 
and  good  wishes  of  Northen  Ireland 
pharmacists  to  the  New  Zealand  Society.

Payment  review  for 
Employment  Act 

The  limit  on  the  amount  of  a  week's  pay 
used  for  calculating  redundancy  payments 
and  some  unfair  dismissal  awards  is  to  go 
up  from  £130  to  £135  from  February  1. 
These  awards  are  the  basic  award  of 
compensation  for  unfair  dismissal  and  the 
additional  award  for  an  employer's  failure 
to  comply  with  an  order  for  reinstatement 
or  re-engagement. 

This  is  a  result  of  Orders  published  last 
year  following  the  annual  review  by  Mr 
Norman  Tebbit,  Secretary  of  State  for 
Employment,  of  a  number  of  payments 
made  under  the  Employment  Protection 
(Consolidation)  Act  1978.  The  limit  on 
the  statutory  amount  of  guarantee 
payment  to  workers  on  short  time  or 
temporary  lay-off  will  be  raised  from 
£8.75  to  £9. 15  a  day.  Also  on  February  1, 
the  limit  on  the  weekly  amount  covered  by 
the  insolvency  provisions  of  the  Act  for 
such  matters  as  arrears  of  pay  or  similar 
payments  will  be  increased  from  £130  to 
£135. 

It  is  also  proposed  that  the  limit  on  the 
compensatory  award  for  unfair  dismissal, 
sex  and  racial  discrimination  will  go  up 
from  £6,250  to  £7,000. 

The  Orders  are  subject  to  the  approval 
of  both  Houses  of  Parliament.  ■

Credit  card  charges 
cut  by  Access 

Access,  the  credit  card  company,  say  over 
40,000  retailers,  mostly  small  businesses, 
will  benefit  from  a  reduction  in  the 
maximum  service  charge  rate  on  Access 
transaction.  As  from  the  January  1,  1982, 
the  maximum  rate  of  service  charge  will  be 
cut  by  20  per  cent,  from  5  per  cent  to  4  per 
cent. 

Retailers  benefitting  from  this 
reduction  will  be  advised  individually  by 
the  end  of  January  —  the  change  will  not 
affect  the  petrol  trade  where  the  Access 
service  charge  is  already  much  lower. 

In  announcing  the  Government's 
decision  not  to  allow  traders  to  charge 
different  prices  for  payment  by  credit  card 
as  compared  with  other  means  of 
payment,  Mrs  Oppenheim  said  that  there 
was  a  need  for  the  credit  card  industry  to 
re-consider  its  charge  to  traders  for  the 
service  they  offer.  The  Monopolies  & 
Mergers  Commission  Report  made 
particular  reference  to  the  position  of 
small  businesses  who  especially  will 
benefit  from  the  reduction  in  the 
maximum  rate  announced  today.  ■

Soap  sales  less 
buoyant 

The  UK  market  for  soaps  and  detergents 
is  fairly  mature,  with  little  room  for 
volume  growth,  according  to  a  report 
from  ICC  Business  Ratios.  The  larger 
companies  have  been  jockeying  for  an 
increased  share  of  the  key  domestic 
markets  —  toilet  soap,  washing  up 
detergents  and  soap  powder  —  and 
manufacturers  have  seen  their 
profitability  cut  from  26.3  per  cent  in 
1977-78  to  1 1 . 1  per  cent  in  1979-80.  Faced 
with  a  depressed  market  soap  companies 
have  responded  with  an  increased 
promotional  expenditure  in  a  bid  to  keep 
volume  sales  high,  says  the  report. 

In  the  future,  sales  growth  rates  will 
continue  to  be  restricted  by  pressure  on 
consumer  expenditure  and  reduced 
industrial  activity,  predicts  the  report. 
Competition  is  at  present  over  the 
growing  market  for  liquid  soap,  which 
with  a  higher  mark-up  should  boost 
profits.

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'Fastest'  computer 
labelling  system 

A  computerised  pharmacy  labelling 
system  designed  and  developed  by 
practising  pharmacists  is  claimed  to  be 
"the  fastest,  most  flexible  and  cost- 
effective  on  the  market." 

The  Prescription  Automatic  Labelling 
System  (PALS)  developed  by  Taylor 
Wilson  systems  is  based  on  a  Commodore 
PET  microcomputer  and  gives  the  same 
clarity  as  a  typewritten  label  "at  very 
much  higher  speed."  The  original  PALS 
has  been  in  continuous  use  for  over  two 
years  in  the  pharmacy  where  it  was 
developed,  producing  about  300  labels  a 
day. 

The  system  has  stored  within  it  a  large 
number  of  "standard"  products  and 
dosage  instructions,  and  even  complete 
"standard"  labels.  All  of  this  data  can  be 
changed  through  the  computer's 
keyboard,  to  suit  local  conditions,  and  the 
standard  data  can  be  over-ridden  at  any 
time  to  produce  labels  containing  "non- 
standard" entries.  A  "standard"  label  is 
printed  in  about  three  to  four  seconds; 
using  non-standard  products  and  dosages 
the  time  taken  rises  to  about  seven 
seconds.  The  patient's  name  is  only 
entered  once,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
items.  Nevertheless  reaching  this  speed 
requires  some  practice,  and  to  help  with 


familiarisation  there  is  an  inbuilt  tutorial 
for  learning  the  dosage  codes  —  all  the 
standard  codes  can  be  printed  out  for 
reference.  If  a  code  for  a  product  or  label 
is  forgotten  there  is  a  quick  search  facility 
which  displays  the  codes  on  the  computer 
screen. 

Keyboard  data  entry  and  printing  are 
interwoven  —  in  fact  the  computer  can  be 
up  to  9  labels  in  front  of  the  printer  and 
the  operator  can  contribute  to  dispensing 
and  checking  while  the  printer  catches  up. 
Preprinted  labels  specially  designed  for 
the  system  are  available,  with  a  choice 
from  two  layouts  of  the  label  data. 

The  PALS  package  costs  £1 ,495.  This 
includes  installing  the  system  and  leading 
the  purchaser  through  all  the  facilities, 
maintaining  the  equipment  free  of  charge 
for  twelve  months  on  a  same-day  service 
basis,  and  an  initial  supply  of  preprinted 
labels  and  plain  printer  stationery.  Taylor-

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Pharmaceuticals 
grow  fast  but 
toiletries  dally 


The  UK  chemicals  industry  output  will 
grow  by  over  30  per  cent  in  the  1980s, 
faster  than  nearly  every  other 
manufacturing  industry,  with  the  fastest 
output  growth  forecast  for  the  large 
general  chemicals  sector  with 
pharmaceuticals  growing  at  an  above 
average  rate  —  the  only  sector  with 
minimal  growth  is  the  toilet  preparations 
market  where  imports  will  take  a  rapidly 
increasing  share  of  the  UK  market. 

These  predictions  are  made  in  a  report 
from  Cambridge  Econometrics: 
"Chemicals  have  been  one  of  the  few 
industries  in  the  production  sector  in  1981 
to  recover  the  drop  in  output  of  1980  with 
growth  of  around  1  per  cent.  In  1982,  with 
the  rest  of  the  UK  economy  and  the 
manufacturing  base  slowly  recovering, 
chemicals  production  is  forecast  to 


increase  by  2.6  per  cent  and  this  is 
followed  by  a  three  year  growth  of  4.5  per 
cent  per  annum." 

The  main  engine  of  chemicals  growth 
is  said  to  be  the  recovery  of  UK  exports  in 
general,  with  the  revival  in  world 
industrial  production  and  a  depreciation 
in  the  effective  exchange  rate.  Chemicals 
exports  are  forecast  to  grow  by  an  average 
of  just  under  9  per  cent  per  annum  over 
the  next  four  years.  However,  imports  will 
also  grow  quickly,  especially  in  1982  with 
the  rebuilding  of  chemical  stocks,  and 
they  will  increase  their  penetration  into 
home  markets  throughout  the  decade. 

Beyond  1985,  on  present  policies, 
growth  in  the  home  market  will  slow  and 
output  then  grow  by  just  over  2  per  cent 
per  annum. 

Cambridge  Econometrics  bases  its 
forecast  on  a  submodel  of  the  chemicals 
industry  which  projects  output  and  trade 
by  9  component  sectors.  By  looking  at  the 
prospects  for  their  main  UK  and  foreign 
customers,  it  is  possible  to  identify  which 
parts  of  the  chemicals  industry  face  the 
fastest  growing  markets.  Chemical

OFT  targets  time 
for  trade  disputes 

The  Office  of  Fair  Trading  has 
recommended  time  targets  for  arbitration 
in  consumer  and  trader  disputes  covered 
by  codes  of  practice. 

In  a  report  aimed  at  improving  codes 
of  practice  conciliation  and  arbitration 
agreements,  the  OFT  says  it  will  ask  the 
Chartered  Institute  of  Arbitrators  to 
formally  agree  to  28-day  targets  for  the 
claimant  to  submit  details,  for  the 
respondent  to  prepare  a  reply,  and  for  the 
arbitrator  to  consider  to  case  and  give  a 
decision.  These  periods  are  targets  not 
inflexible  limits,  the  OFT  points  out,  and 
it  has  also  suggested  that  trade 
associations  should  set  targets,  preferably 
not  exceeding  three  months,  for 
completing  the  conciliation  stage. 

Other  suggestions  in  the  report  are: 


□  Arbitration  under  codes  of  practice 
should  be  on  a  documents-only  basis 
except  in  the  limited  number  of  cases 
where  the  arbitrator  is  able  to  arrange  a 
local  hearing  at  no  additional  cost  to  the 
parties  involved. 

give  reasons  for  their  decisions. 

□  Independent  technical  advice  should  be 
available  when  requested  by  the 
arbitrator. 

□  Suitably-edited  information  about 
cases,  preserving  the  anonymity  of  the 
parties,  should  be  produced  and 
publicised. 

There  are  currently  20  codes  of 
practice  for  redress  procedures  and  these 
include,  among  others,  photography  and 
electrical  appliances.  "Redress procedures

Preliminary  DITB 
wind-up  plans  

The  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board 
is  continuing  to  impliment  its  strategy  for 
1981/82  including  liaison  with  trade 
associations,  training  groups  and  payment 
of  grants,  as  this  had  been  approved  by 
the  Manpower  Services  Commission  prior 
to  the  Government's  November  decision 
(C&D,  November  21,  p985)  to  wind  up 
the  Board  during  1982/83. 

However,  the  Board  has  to  submit  a 
plan  to  the  MSC  for  the  orderly  wind-up 
of  its  activities  and  will  meet  on  January 
28  to  consider  this.  The  activities  of  the 
Board  which  will  continue  for  the  time 
being  also  include: 

□  Advisory  visits  to  firms. 

□  All  U VP  work. 

□  Production  of  training  material, 
particularly  in  relation  to  new  technology. 
□Monitoring  of  planned  training  for 
which  grants  have  been  approved. 

□  Sponsorship  of  courses. 

However,  the  Board  has  decided, 
among  other  activities,  to  suspend  work 
on  the  following: 

□  Reviews  of  company  training 
arrangements  in  respect  of  the  current 
training  year,  except  on  request. 

□  Meetings  of  training  advisory  sub- 
committees. 

□  All  work  on  new  grant  and  levy 
exemption  and  remission  policies  which 
would  normally  take  effect  from  April, 
1982. 

□  The  drafting  of  the  statutory  return  and 
levy  order  for  the  period  beginning  April, 
1982. 

Collection  of  all  outstanding  levies  will 
continue.  And  grants  which  have  been 
made  available  from  April  I,  1981  to 
March  31,  1982  will  continue  to  be  on 
offer  although  some  categories  of  grants 
are  no  longer  available  due  to  heavy 
demands.

Surprise  activity 

London,  January  6:  In  the  few  days 
leading  up  to  the  Christmas  holidays 
dealers  in  certain  essential  oils  reported 
being  surprisingly  busy  and  were  unable  to 
explain  the  reason  for  the  activity.  Prices, 
where  changed  in  that  sector,  moved 
upwards.  Noteworthy  were  eucalyptus  to 
which  15p  kg  was  added  to  the  spot  price, 
and  Ceylon  citronella  which  was  up  by 
30p.  In  the  case  of  citronella,  it  was 
reported  that  an  existing  export  rebate 
scheme  operated  by  Sri  Lanka  was  being 
terminated  at  the  end  of  December.  As 
soon  as  that  information  was  known, 
shipment  quotations  firmed  up  and  spot 
followed  in  sympathy. 

Among  spices  white  pepper  and  ginger 
were  firmer  in  the  forward  position; 
aromatic  seeds  were  unchanged. 

Trading  in  botanical  drugs  was  quiet 
and  few  price  movements  occurred.  Cape 
aloes  were  easier  particularly  at  origin. 
Menthol  was  dearer  because  of  the  pound 
weakening.  ■
